P. A It geld died in the Mon roe hotel 
st 7:09 o'f of k this morning 
Ile had 
bt en unconscious since midnight. Alt- 
geld was principal sp'-aker at pro-Boer 
mass meeting Tuesday night In the Jol­ 
iet theater. Just after the close of his 
speech sudden dizziness 
seized him 
and he was assisted from the stage. 
The meeting proceeded, the audience 
not realizing what had happened. Mr. 
Altgeid was taken to tho door of the 
theater, where several vomiting spells 
seized him. This continued for nearly 
an hour, and was so pronounced that 
he could not be removed to the hotel. 
Physicians were 
hastily 
summoned 
and Mr. Altgold was carried to a hotel 
across the street. 
He retained con­ 
sciousness and urged newspaper men 
to keep the affair quiet for fear of 
alarming his wife. Shortly before mid­ 
night he became unconscious. 
He re­ 
mained in this condition until death. 
The cause of death Is given as cere­ 
bral hemorrhage, there 
having been 
apoplectic seizure of the brain. Vom­ 
iting at first was taken to Indicate 
ptomaine poisoning, but It was deter­ 
mined this was due to different mani­ 
festations of brain trouble 
The physicians desire to hold a post 
mortem, lf relatives will agree. 
In his speech Mr. Aitgetd made a 
forcible plea for the Boer women and 
children In the concentration camps In 
South Africa.

way 
The company agreed to fin­ 
ish the road within two years. The 
road reserves the right to build 
from Navasota or Stoneham, but it 
is the expressed intention to build 
from this city and the citizens here 
have little fear of not getting it, 
because Navasota’s past relations 
and dealings with the company 
to date have been the best they 
could offer them, exerting them­ 
selves to do the right thing. 
In 
reciprocation Mr. Trice and his as­ 
sistants have been reasonable and 
most fair throughout. 
Where the 
citizens encountered severe diffi­ 
culties, Mr. Trice and company 
have lifted the load off their shoul­ 
ders. 
If this road is built from 
Navasota its people will be found 
doing their part. 
The correspondent has been totd 
by the best authority that the rail­ 
road company had put up a $1,000,- 
000 bond as a security of good faith, 
good fortune if they do succeed in 
this last effort to get railroad facil­ 
ities, and it looks as if they will 
succeed this time, sure. 
While

go out from Bryan instead of from 
another point on the I. & G. N. 
The ways of the railway magnates 
are mysterious, however, and past 
finding out.

Joliet, 111. March I?.—Ex. Gov. John 
P. Altgeld died in the Munroe hotel 
at 7:09 o'clock this morning. 
He had 
been unconscious since midnight. Alt- 
geld was principal speaker at pro-Boer 
massmeeting Tuesday night in the Jol­ 
iet theater. Just after the close of his 
speech sudden dizziness 
seized him 
and he was assisted from tho stage. 
The meeting proceeded, the audience 
not realizing what had happened. Mr. 
Altgeld was taken to the door of the 
theater, where several vomiting spells 
seized him. This continued for nearly 
an hour, and was so pronounced that 
he could not be removed to the hotel. 
Physicians were 
hastily 
summoned 
and Mr. Altgeld was carried to a hotel 
across the street. 
He retained con­ 
sciousness and urged newspaper men 
to keep the affair quiet for fear of 
alarming his wife. Shortly before mid­ 
night he became unconscious. 
He re­ 
mained In this condition until death. 
The cause of death Is given as cere­ 
bral hemorrhage, there 
having been 
apoplectic seizure of the brain. 
Vom­ 
iting at first was taken to Indicate 
ptomaine poisoning, but It was deter­ 
mined this was due to different mani­ 
festations of brain trouble. 
The physicians desire to hold a post 
mortem, if relatives will agree. 
In his speech Mr. Altgeld made a 
forcible pica for the Boer women and 
children in the concentration camps in 
South Africa, 
rn his Introductory re­ 
marks he declared that all friends of 
humanity owed a debt of gratitude to 
Governor Yates for Issuing a procla­ 
mation soliciting funds for the Boer 
women and children In the concentra­ 
tion camps which the British are main- 
tatning In South Africa. 
The speaker said that the people of 
America had raised a large sum of 
money with which to relieve the dis­ 
tress of the Boer women and children, 
but were unable to send it to them be­ 
cause Lord 
Pauncefote, 
the British 
ambassasdor at Washington, objected 
to It. 
He further charged that Lord 
Pauncefote had for years meddled in 
American affairs. There were eighteen 
counts and specific charges in Gov­ 
ernor Altgeld's indictment. He said in 
substance: 
“Just before the beginning of the 
Spanish war Ix>rd Pauncefote, repre­ 
senting the aristocracy, 
meddled in 
our affairs and tried to unite the gov­ 
ernments of Europe in making a Joint 
protest against America’s interference 
In behalf of Cuba But when the Amer­ 
ican people asserted themselves and 
our government was compelled to go 
to the rescue of Cuba, England issued 
a strong neutrality proclamation for­ 
bidding all of her subjects everywhere 
from furnishing us any aid or doing 
anything that would be a violation of 
the strictest neutrality.”
